# common phrase, durlng his visit here last
winter, In  the manner which the tenor of
his articles indieate. 1 am  afrald e

came here with the Impression that Congress
was nn innocent, highly moral. and much abused
body, and that Instead of seoking for competent
and disinterested Witnesses, he went directly to
the nccused to ascertnin whether his Imprassion
wias not the correct one. Very few eriminals,
when asked by the Judge, “Guilty or not gullty,”
are 5o utterly lacking In  judgment as o answer
in the aftirmative. Could Mr: Parton listen to the
criticisms upon his articles of those who know
something about the lobby, and the connection of
members of Congress therewlth, he would, [
think, come tothe conclusion that he had been
put upon the wrong scent, I saw the other day
an old loblyist who has been here for many
vears, and who has smassed a fortune in the
'huhiucrn. rending the article on *“The Strikers of
the Washington Lobby.” Every few minutes
he would stop, lay down the Atlantie, nud Inugh
immoderately.  Upon being questioned as Lo
the cause of hia mirth, he gnid, I am langhing
ut the idea of anybody being such a fool as to
suppose that members of Congress ever openly
take money for their votes.” And then ke
added. with & knowing wink, “*If this fellow Par-
ton had come to me, I conld have shown him
that the businesg i#n’l transacted in thut way.”
WHERE VFARTON GOT HIS FAUTS,

Mr. Parton spent about three weeks here last
winter, and was the guest of General Butler.
He was introduced to nearly all the Senators
and members, His reputation as o writer had
preceded him, and it was not unkuown that the
object of his visit was *‘to write up the lobby."”
He was here in the midst of the gay season, and
he was feted, dined, and wined soclally ad lili-
fum by Congressmen. I have not heard that ihe
members of the lobby proffered him o dinner, or
tendered him any Information en o subject thut
they, of all others, may be presumed to know
m..-‘.[ about. In fact, Mr. Parton confined his nsso-
cintions nlmost exclusively to Congressmen, and
got his opinions of Congress frow them, Now
it s natural to suppose that every Congressmnn
he met gove i good account of himself; and if

Parton moade any allusion to the reports of
jobs"” whick have been or were then being
put through Congress, the  virtuous

member or 8enator nt once denounced it
calumny put in circulation by those terrible
sgprilkers.” 1f Mr, Parton nccidentally heard
that Genernl Butler was deeply Interésted in the
Alta Vela claim, then before the House, as he no
doubt did, far it was well known here, I suppose
he put that down as u *“striker” story. The
truth is Mr. Parton undertook to get his views
of the lobby from the silent partners of that
institution, aud the result is apparent. He has
succeeded In whitewashing one part of the firm,
md portially exposing the viceof the other part.

Everyhody who has lived in Washington Knows
that fine houses, fost horses, and liveried sor-
vants camnot be supported on five thousand o
venr. FPerbaps Mr, Parton can tell us how it is
done. _
HAVE WE A CONGRESSIONAL HAREM ?

In his Investication of Washington, Mr. Pur-
ton seems to have been unusually superficial,
and to have reached his conclusions in the most
extraordinary manner. When he wanted to find
out whether the Congressmen were nll honest,
he went to each member and interrogated him
on that subject. 8o, when he wanted to satisly
himself that every woman employed in the Trea-
sury wos equal to Ciesar's wife in point of virtue,
he visits the bullding when everyvbody was hard
at work, and of eourse on their good behavior.

THE DUNBAR FRAUD.

In his article on “Log Rolling at Washing-
ton,” Mr, Parton gives, as un {linstration of how
Congressmen may be mistaken, the case of one
Dunbar, who recelved an appropristion ol
twenty-five thousund dollars for lnstructing the
furriers of the army in some particular method
of shoelng horses and curing discases of horae s
feet. When the army appropriation Lill was up
Inst winter, Mr. Wood, of New York, not the
moat virtuous man in the world, bt still some-
times right, arose and moved to strike out all
that related to the approprintion for Dunbar, and
the motion was sagreed to in Committee of the
Whole. Mr. Parton relates how he, belng ace
quainted with the merita of the case, went to work
tolobby for Dunbar, and finally got the approprin-
tion restored when the bill esme into the House,
Now Quartermagter-General Meigs, who ought
to be authority better than Mr, Parton on this
subject, suys that the Dunbar systom is o fall-
ure; that although Mr. Dunbur has already re-
ceived nineteen thousand dollarse out of the
twenty-five appropriated by Congress, he huas
not suceeeded in Instructing one farrier in the
gecrets of the system. Furthermore, he stites
that every horse that hins been shod vader Dun-
bar's instructions hins been Incurably lamed. So
much for that, As an essayvist, Mr., Parton
may be o success, but as o historian of the lobby,
he is not quite up to the mark.
